At*that time, Hitler was 
reported to have disagreed with 
his high command's desire to 
withdraw further westward dur- 
ing the winter and fired some 
of his top generals. 

At the end of March, the heads 
of the German arms industry were 
advised that production was not 
nearly enough, according to British 
reports.

Berlin said “private civilian pro- 
perty” had been damaged in the 
coastal raids and four planes had 
been shot down.

Gen. Browne, director-general of the 
force, says recruiting for Canada’s Re- 
serve Army is “rolling along’. He does 
not say recruits are coming in as fast as 
needed, or as could be taken care of. But 
he does say “there is much more enthusi- 
asm being shown everywhere and there is 
an entirely different feeling” about joining 
the defence units. 

This is good news, and should stimu- 
late still faster enlistment. If there is one 
subject on which Canadians should show 
“enthusiasm” it is that of protecting their 
own families and homes, when they re- 
member what has happened to thousands 
of families and homes in countries where 
it was supposed the thing couldn’t happen. 
There has been in Canada a feeling that 
training in a home defence unit was a 
waste of time, so obviously a waste of time 
as to make the members of such a unit 
rather ridiculous, 

It is high time to get rid of that notion. 
Canada’s Reserve Army is not made for 
show purposes, nog is it in any sense a 
“fifth wheel” on a coach. No man can say 
when or in what part of the Dominion 
this army may have to go into action and 
fight to prevent the recurrence in Canada 
of the brutalities which befell the peoples 
of a dozen countries in Europe and the 
Orient. Any Canadain should be proud to 
belong to a unit in our defence forces. 
And any member of those forces should 
be honored by his neighbors for volun- 
tarily taking his place and doing his duty. 


Help For Farmer Veterans 


‘ 


Hon. Ian Mackenzie has outlined to 
parliament a land settlement scheme 
which is intended to be one branch of the 
general plan for enabling war veterans to 
get re-established in civilian life. Its im- 
portance is suggested by the results of a 
canvass showing that about one in six of 
Canada’s fighting men hope to become 
farmers when peace returns. 

The basis of the scheme is that a vet- 
eran must be reasonably qualified to make 
a success of farming—which involves a 
real desire, and not merely a passing im- 
pulse, to live on a farm. If needed, he 
may be given a free course of instruction 
to complete his knowledge of the practi- 
calities of farm life. 

The veteran so qualified will be helped 
to acquiré a farm home by a grant equal to 
one-third of the cost of the land and build- 
ings, and a further grant of the cost of 
necessary stock and equipment. As the 
applicant must put up 10 per cent of the 
cost of the land and improvements, this 
would leave him owing less than twa- 
thirds of the value of the land and build- 
ings. 

ae important provision is that the 
veteran settler will not be required to 
meet annual debt payments of more than 
$144, plus taxes. To keep within this 
limit, the cost of the farm will have to be 
moderate, and the interest rate low. That 
is vital to the success of the settler and 
the scheme—as shown by the unfortunate 
outcome of the soldier settlement project 
which was set up at the close of the first 
great war. 

While the plan may be widely altered 
as the result of discussion, the outline indi- 
cates that it has been drawn with a realis- 
tic view of the farming business, and that 
it will give the veteran a fair chance to get 

— and to keep—a farm home. 


Those Wails From Tokyo 


The Allies have left it to Tokyo to tell 
the world it was bombed, how badly it was 
bombed—and how it feels about the ex- 
perience. And, whatever else is to He said, 
Tokyo has been doing just that. Its volu-- 
bility on the subject has been both unusual 
and sustained, and sounds all the louder 
because of the official silence at Washing- 
ton. There is no room left for possible 
doubt that the visit—assuming there was 
a visit—has stirred up a pretty consider- 
able interest in Hirohito’s country. Official 
Japan and the hoi polloi alike ‘seem to have 
discovered with some amazement that 
bombs may fall, and explode, and do dam- 
age, even in their supposedly safe retreat. 

And Tokyo doesn’t like the revelation, 
The broadcasters there have been chatter- 
ing their displeasure the clock around. 
They protest that it was a “barbaric” thing 
to thus violate the precincts of the heaven- 
born, They don’t of course explain just 
why it is morally indecent to bomb a Jap- 
anese munitions plant but was quite all 
right to bomb a residential quarter in 
Manila, machine-gun civilians in Singa- 
pore, and blast the non-industrial city of 
Mandalay. The*broad idea is that Jap- 
anese airmen should be allowed to do 
these things without Allied airmen paying 
return visits to the land of cherry bloss- 
oms and war-plotters, 

Maybe the western world should sit in 
sackcloth and ashes because—if they did 
—some bombs which were meant for 
munitions plants or railway yards miscar- 
ried and blew up Japanese civilians and 
their houses, But Allied peoples will post- 
pone their penitence until they see from 
the result of the coming general elections 
whether Japanese civilians are hand-in- 
glove with the bloody-minded gangsters 
who have made Japan’s foreign policy for 
the last ten years a record of treachery, 
cruelty and thievery, 
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Britain wants “at least’? 125,000,000 
pounds of Canadian cheese before the end 
of next March, and will pay 20 cents a 
pound for it, basis Montreal.

While it would be foolish to 
expect clear Sailing and a suce 
cession of victories, on the sev- 
eral fronts, from now on, it is ape 
parént to everyone that the gen- 
eral picture of the war has as- 
sumed a more hopeful color, 

We will undoubtedly have 
news, from time to time, of 
major disasters. 
There will be 
discouragements 
and reversals 
that will severe- 
ly try our faith.

Morever, when the struggle ac- 
quires greater momentum as the 
season wears on, there will be all 
sorts of alarms and surprises.

In the Far East 


In Asia, the momentum of the 
Japanese appears to have been 
slightly checked. 

This, of course, represents to 
the Japanese the loss of a very 
valuable and vital factor. 

Hitler was never more terrible 
and successful than when he was 
advancing, with gathering speed, 
across the European continent, 
His power was commensurate, 
not so much to the volume of his 
military mass, as to the move- 
ment of his military mass. 

When he was forced to slow 
down, he lost a good 75 per cent 
of his effectiveness, That fact 
was demonstrated vividly in 
Russia, 

The same thing is happening to 
the Japanese in Asia, The first 
fury of their initial attack has 
worn off. 

They have taken Singapore 
and a good part of the Philip- 
pines. They have captured Male, 
aya, But their teeth have .been 
seriously blunted on Bataan, on 
Corregidor and now on Burma. 

These delays, involving loss of 
momentum, are just as hurtful to 
them as a major defeat. 

The Japanese will still make 
isolated gains. They may have 
even startling successes, They 
may inflict great damage on us 
in new positions, 

But the backbone of their blitz 
is broken. And if raids on Japan 
are continued, the backbone of 
their morale will soon be broken 
as well, 

In Europe 

Developments of the past few 
weeks in Europe definitely favor 
the allied cause. 

Hitler is having difficulty ree 
cruiting his Russian army. 

He has been forced to call up 
boys ten years old to replace boys 
of 17 and 18 who will be sent to 
the front, 

Nothing will destroy the Ger- 
man national morale more quicke 
ly than the recruiting of children 
for war purposes, When such 
youngsters volunteer, motale is 
increased. When they are forced 
into service, antagonism and des- 
pair are bound to arise thrbugh- 
out the nation, . 


More grief appears to await 
Hitler in the Balkans where Ru- 
mania are at each other's throats 
over Transylvania. Hitler main- 
tains the peace between them 
lonly by threatening to bomb the 
|chief cities of the country that 
makes the first overt move. 

Nor has the French coup, with 
Laval, gained him very much. 
There are indications that the 
French people resent the ap- 
pointment acutely and that the 
|chances for a French uprising, 
|should Britain invade the contin- 
jent, are better than ever. 


As. day after day goes by with 
no ‘sign of the threatened Spring 
offensive seen in the immediate 
offing, the belief grows that the 
aggressor in Russia will not be 
Germany at all but the Soviet 
armies. 

This is the reasoning: 

If Hitler could not strike the 
coup de grace last year with 
powerful forces and a series of 
victories behind him, how can 
he do it this year with depleted 


forces and under the heavy han- 
dicap of defeat? 

No one knows what reserves 
the Russians have, But it is com- 
mon knowledge that they are 
tremendous. As a matter of fact, 
the Russians are in better shape 
right now than they have been at 
any time during the campaign. 
The Germans arte at their lowest 
ebb in resources and morale. 

There may be some serious 
Russian reverses, Hitler's army is 
not to be despised. But of an 
eventual Russian victory, no one 
can have any doubt. 

This, then, is the general pic- 
ture: 

The Axis slowing up on all 
fronts. 

Allied resistance increasing. 

Allied offensive plans matur- 
ing. 
The only truly dark spot is 
the war on our shipping in the 
Atlantic, And the Germans can- 
not hope to have it all their own 
way in this area perpetually. 

Victory may not be immediate- 
ly in sight. But we begin to feel 
its presence, 


He Loathed Laval . 


“Was a Simple German’ 


Agent,” Said Petain 
of Laval 
FROM PM 

In an interview a little more 
thar: a year ago with Jay Allen, 
noted American journalist, Mar- 
shal Petain revealed his intense 
ersonal loathing for the man he 
called bluntly a “Nazi agent... . 
despised and vomited forth by 
the» French people’—the man 
who last week became Hitler's 
gauleiter in Vichy, Pierre Laval. 

Furthermore, the Marshal made 
it clear at the time that if he ever 
permitted Laval to return to 
power, he would be committing 
moral and political suicide and 
betraying the will of the French 
people. 

Because the interview was of a’ 
private nature, Allen did not feel 
free to publish it until after last 
week's developments, Allen wrote 
in the Hartford Courant last 
Thursday in a story copyrighted 
by the North American News- 
paper Alliance: 

“American national interests 
now demand as exact knowledge 
as possible of the extent to which 
the Vichy Government's assur- 
ances to us can be considered as 
substantial.” 

Allen spoke to Petain in Vichy 
a month after Laval had been 
dismissed. from the Marshal’s 
cabinet for conspiring against his 
superiors, 

“I now sleep at night for the 
first time in many months,” Pe- 
tain told Allen, “I could not sup- 
port Laval’s presence; physically 


he was repulsive to me.... You 
know, of course, that he is de- 
spised by the French-people? That 
his dismissal means not only that 
I cast him forth but that he was 
vomited forth by the entire 
French people?” 

Petain told how Laval had been 


constantly going off to Paris to 


negotiate with the Germans, He 
emphasized that Laval had 


|“entered politics a poor man... 


and became enormously weal- 


ithy.” He said that although Laval, 
lat the time, was the No, 2 man in 


the Vichy government, he—Laval 
—never accounted for his trips 
to Paris to anyone and never in- 
formed the cabinet of what was 
happening in Paris between him- 
self and the Nazis. 


Petain described for Allen the 
scene when Laval was dismissed 
from the cabinet: 

“Laval was wild. He could not 
believe that I had done it. I 
would not discuss matters with 
him. He was a’ simple German 
agent, so I cast him out.” 

Petain said the American am- 
bassador, Admiral Leahy, was 
keeping him informed of what 
the U.S.A. was doing. “I know 
what you are capable of doing,” 
the Marshal said, ‘but what I fear 
is that you may do it too late.” 

Allen pictures Petain as having 
hoped for a place in Hitler's New 
Order for his own kind of French 
clerical Fascism. But now Hitler 
has destroyed not only that be- 
lief, but the whole Petain legend 
as well—the belief of the French 
people that the hero of Verdun 
would never knuckle under to 
the Germans,

reached New York after escaping 
from German-occupied France. 
Millions of Frenchmen laughed 
at the tale of their huge box of 
candy, sent to Air Marshal Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering. This had 
its origin when two impeccably 
dressed German officers entered 
a candy shop, demanded the big- 
gest box of candy in the store and 
sent it to Goering at the Hotel 
Meurice. 

Two hours later another Ger- 
man came rushing in to ask: 
“Who sent that candy to the 
marshal?” With the candy, it 
turned out, came a card reading: 
“Compliments of the British in- 


| telligence service,” 


As another instance of British 
activity, Mlle, Corday told of the 
Frenchwoman who slipped and 
fell on a Paris boulevard, where- 
upon two German officers rush- 
ed over to help her to her feet. 
She looked up and was startled 
to recognize one of the men as an 
Englishman who she had known 
in England. 

It took considerable contro] for 
her to keep from betraying him, 
but as she walked away she won- 
dered if it were really the English 
friend, After 100 feet she turned 
to look back. At the same instant 
the man in German uniform 
turned and yayed to her,

NO LOUIS-CONN 
FIGHT IN JUNE 

ACHINGTON, D.C., April 24—If 
it’s sports you want, write this 

one down, There won't be any 
Louis-Conn fight this June, or prob- 
ably any other. Uncle Sam, not 
Uncle Mike, will call the changes 
from here on. Fie, Joseph L Bur- 
row—Joe Louis on the pugilistic 
pulpits—having practically finished 
his preliminary training, will short- 
ly be transferred to Fort Riley, 
Kan., promoted to sergeant and as- 
signed to a detachment of negro 
military police. The Simon fight, 
therefore, may have been the finale 
of the greatest pugilist of the gen- 
eration, if not, indeed, of all time, 
but your Uncle Sam is not fooling 
around any more. This is war, ,.. 
Ranking officers say they'd have 
given stripes off their sleeves 
and doodads off their shoulders 
to have been with Gen. Marshall 
in London and hear his talks with 
the British. They say you can 
bet your shirt that “the old man 
was telling ‘em.” ‘Telling ‘em 
what, they leave you to guess.... 
As matters stand at the moment, 
the United States army has only 
one Japanese prisoner of war—just 
one. They have thousands of our 
soldiers, sailors and marines, We've 
killed and wounded a large but un- 
known number of their soldiers 
and sailors and have sunk, shot 
down and blown up much of their 
belligerent property, but such 
prisoners as our Bataan battlers 
had must be presumed to be freed. 
And that's all we had barring this 
singleton. IT was unable to learn 
how we chanced to acquire him.... 


OPTIMISTIC SPIRIT 
PREVAILS IN CAPITAL 

The spirit here is optimistic. 
That's because high officers here 
wrote off current reverses long ago 
in their own minds, knowifig what 
we had, and vice-versa, and began 
planning toward a powerful future 
It's that future, now rapidly becom- 
ing a vast and formidable reality, 
that has their spirits high. They 
know certain things that can’t be 
released, but they're apparently 
good things. One gathers from their 
talk that they expect it to be over 
in '43—maybe sooner if the Russians 
hold this summer. 

They figure the crack-up will 
come where it did the last time, 
with civilian Germany, and that 
when Hitler sues for an armistice 
and cuts his throat, a wholesale 
race will start for Japan among 
the United States, the British, the 
Russians, the Chinese, and such of 
the Dutch as can get anything to 
to sail on, or fly in. That may be 
wishful thinking. 

What fsn't, they insist, is that 
Russia and Japan will be at war 
by May 15, and no later than June 
1, “for certain.” Russia won't wait 
for another Pearl Harbor, but wili 
jump the Japs, and when they do, 
they'll open their harbors to us, and 
their air fields, as well. That'll,set 
us up for frontal attacks upon the 
Japanese islands. In the same 
breath, they tefl you we know noth- 
ing about the Russians, officially, 
nor anything, officially, about their 
plans. It’s all very puzzling, but they 
likewise all seem very positive. 


PRISONERS BEING 
PAID DAILY WAGES 
So far as the War Department has 
any information, the Japs have com- 
mitted no atrocities against Ameri- 
can captives. They've had absolutely 
no word, however, concerning what 
did or didn't happen after the 
capitulation of Bataan. American 
enlisted men and officers already in 
prison eamps on the mainland are 
working on the roads and such, the 
enlisted men as laborers, the officers 
as overseers, They are being paid 
daily salaries comparable with the 
same grades in the Japanese army. 
Treatment otherwise is described as 
“bearable”, 
it can now be revealed that we 
were getting food and supplies to 
MacArthur's men and Corregidor 
by destroyer and submarine, and 
quite successfully at first. Later, 
the Japs got wise, and tightened 
the defences until it was prac- 
tleally suicide, A western news- 
Paper may have been responsible 
for this, A family suddenly and 
unexpectedly received a letter 
from {is soldier son on Bataan. 
“Hey,” the paper heyed, “after all, 
how did that letter get out of 
there? Nobody's flying. No boats 
are calling there in regular stops. 
It mus¢ be that the navy's sneak- 
ing in there with boats discharg- 
ing supplies and picking up mail.” 
That paper should have kept its 


trap shut, So should the family 
that received the letter. That's 
the lesson of the placard seen all 
over Washington, “Don't kill 
Americans with careless talk.” 
They can be killed just as dead 
with talk that's not careless, too, 
The United States Navy, pretty 
cocky before the war, has been 
knocked back on its heels for the 
past three months, but is coming 
back fast now and is fighting mad. 
The Pacific division wasn't de- 
stroyed at Pearl Harbor. It’s intact 
and afloat. Everything damaged 
at Pearl Harbor, except the an- 
cient battleship Arizona, which was 
totally destroyed, is now repaired 
and ready. What we lost at Pearl 
Harbay and Manila was our air 
force, and, because of that, Wake, 
and Guam, and all important step- 
ping stones. That changed 
strategic picture, but our big babies 
are still out there somewhere biding 
their time, 


NO NEED TO WORRY 
OVER COMMUNIQUES 

Don’t worry about the speed, 
authenticity or the honesty of our 
army war communiques. They're 
the absolute McCoy and completely 
untampered with insofar as any 
coloration for propaganda purposes 
go. The entire machinery was dis- 
ployed to your correspondent. Offi- 
cial communications from com- 
manders, no matter where located, 
come crackling in coded form to 
the message centre of the Army 
Signal Corps in the War Depart- 
ment building here, These are in 
a code no nation has been able to 
crack, and the decoding clerks work 
in a room stoutly guarded by armed 
sokdiers, As many copies are then 
made of each report as there are 
bureaus involved. 


If it's an operational order. con- 
cerning only fighting, the chief of 
staff is the official principally 
concerned, If something about 
the disposition of supplies is in- 
cluded, the bureau in charge of 
those gets 8 copy as well, and so 
on, The chief of staff's report, 
which is the one eventually reach- 
ing newspaper readers, passes 
swiftly into the responsibility of 
Major Gen, Alexander D, Surles, 
where a veteran newspaper man 
but long-time army officer, Col. 
F. V. Fitzgerald, edits out the 
military secrets and fashions it 
into a formal communique, taking 
care to paraphrase the literal 
translation in order more to pro- 
tect the code. 


Then it goes back to Gen, Surles, 
and, if he has any doubts about any 
Passages, it goes back for the ap- 
proval of the chief of staff before 
release, Absolutely no color is 
added, no facts glorified or mini- 
mized. Bad news, such as the fall 
of Manila and the fall of Bataan, 
is rushed faster than good, in order 
to make the admission before Tokyo 
can make the claim.

Warmest congratulation of the 
entire hospital staff, was expressed 
to the girls by Dr. A. F. Anderson, 
superintendent, in his address. Dr. 
Anderson told the young ladies, 
that the nursing profession is one 
of the few which finds its stimulus 
during time of war. While the rest 
of the universe is devising new 
methods of destroying human life, 
the medical profession is seeking 
new scientific methods to preserve 
life and alleviate pain.

Miss FRASER REPORTS 
In her report of the School of 
Nursing, Miss M. S. Fraser, super- 
intendent of nurses, stated that in 
Edmonton there exists an ideal situ- 
ation for what might be called “A 
Central School of Nursing’, where 
students might obtain the best type 
of instruction in the sciences relat- 
ed to nursing. She said that the 
recruiting of student nurses should 
result in young women with the 
highest personal, moral and educa- 
tional qualifications becoming in- 
terested in nursing as a vocation 
and as a form of national service. 
Miss Fraser mentioned that num- 
erous changes on the staff had oc- 
curred during the past year, because 
of appointments for military duty. 
During their third year, Miss 
Fraser reported, 20 students each 
received five weeks’ experience in 
the University Out-Patient Clinic; 
three or four got eight weeks’ ex- 
perience with the V.O.N.; two had 
about a month’s training assisting 
the instructors in teaching and sup- 
ervising the preliminary students. 
The remaining members of the class 
had a week of observation with the 
various public health agencies in 
the city.

Miss Fraser also spoke of the 
problems facing the Canadian Nure- 
ing Association today. To meet 
these problems, the following meas- 
ures are being undertaken: The

sonal satisfaction.” Thus spoke Dr. 
Robert Newton, acting president of 
the University of Alberta, when he 
addressed the graduating class of 
the Royal Alexandra Hospital 
School of Nursing, at their gradua- 
tion exercises in First Presbyterian 
Church on,Friday afternoon. 

“Few great things are accomplish- 
ed without courage,” said Dr. New- 
ton. “We must live courageously 
if we would know the exhileration 
of real living, and a spirit of ad- 
venture is one of the finest spices 
with which to season fife.” 

Dr, Newton went on to say that 
enthusiasm is the handmaid of cour- 
age. It is an infectious quality. One 
enthusiastic person can inspire @ 
whole crowd to work with a will. 
He pointed out that we all live two 
lives, an individual one, and a cor- 
porate one, Our contribution to the 
community depends primarily on 
the richness of our individual lives.

“The foul cult of Nazism and | 
the swastika will be destroyed 
and the true cross will even- 
tually dominate the world,” E. 
Vincent told a public meeting in 
All Saints Cathedral on Thurs- 
day evening, Mr. Vincent was 
speaking under auspices of the 
British Israel World Federation, 
Edmonton branch, He will give 
his second and last Iccture on 
Friday evening in the cathedral, 
The speaker said that both the 
Christian cross and the swastika 
did not come into existence with 
Christianity and Nazism, respect- 
ively, but ante-dated both by many 
centuries. The Christian cross was 
introduced into ancient Egypt by | 
people known as Hyksos, whose 
leader was Enoch, “They also 
brought the story of the Messiah,” 
he said, “but the Egyptian priests 
malformed both symbol and story, 
The cross had been used by most 
nations but always malformed, 
while the Hebrews maintained it in

Mr, Vincent declared “when the 
psalmist said, in the name of God 
we will set up our banner, he was 
referring to the Union Jack.” He 
assured his audience that the 


Union Jack was not a modern 
banner, but that it existed at least 
six centuries before Christ.

to obliterate the enemy, J. F, Lym- 
burn, K.C., in proposing a_ toast 
to the Royal Society of St. George, 
stated that the war has revealed a 
courage and loyalty to stand up to 
all conditions that one never thought 
was possible for a civilian people 

“The war has done more,” he 
said. “It has rubbed out consid- 
erably the dividing lines between 
race and race, and through all this 
the English race has been called 
upon to meet not only the dragon 
of the land and sea, but also the 
dragon of the air.”
